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INTRODUCTION 





Sangeet Natak Akademi—the National 
Academy of Music, Dance and Drama—was 
founded in 1953 for the furtherance of the 
performing arts of India, a task in which it 
cooperates with counterparts in the States 
and voluntary organizations all over the 
country. Through sponsorship, research 

and dissemination it seeks an enhanced 
public appreciation of music, dance and 
theatre, together with a quickened exchange 
of ideas and techniques for the common 
gain of Indian performing arts. The objects of 
the Akademi are more specifically stated in 
its Memorandum of Association (excerpts : 
Appendix 1). 


The period reviewed here (April '88— 
March '89) was one of organizational 
renewal. The Akademi had a new Chairman 
in Shri Girish Karnad—noted playwright, 
actor and director—appointed by the 
President of India for a term of five years. 
Shri Girish Karnad, who assumed office in 
May ‘88, succeeds Dr VK Narayana Menon 
as Chairman of the Akademi. With this 
appointment the Akademi’s General Council 
was reconstituted with representatives of all 
States/Union Territories, nominees of the 
Government of India, the Ministries of 
Education and Information & Broadcasting, 
the sister Akademis, the National School of 
Drama, and the Indian Council for Cultural 
Relations; Shri Rajinder Paul was 
unanimously elected Vice-Chairman of the 
Akademi. The Executive Board and its 
various advisory bodies were formed 
thereafter : the Finance, Grants, and 
Publication Committees, and Advisory 
Committees for Kathak Kendra and 
Jawaharlal Nehru Manipur Dance Academy, 
constituent units of the Akademi. 
Additionally, an Archives. and 
Documentation Committee, as well as 
Advisory Committees for Music, Dance and 
Theatre were constituted to render special 
assistance to the Board in these disciplines. 
The present General Council is the eighth 
from the Akademi's foundation in 1953 and 
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is constituted for a five-year term (1988-93) 
together with the Executive Board and its 
advisory bodies. 


Among the major tasks of the Akademi in 
the period reported here was the planning 
and presentation of a series of events during 
the Festival of India in Japan (April—October 
'88). These included the inaugural ceremony 
of the Festival at the National] Theatre, 
Tokyo, on 15 April ‘88, an inaugural concert 
at Kobe, and the tours of several music and 
dance groups all over Japan. These groups, 
including a 33-member folk music ensemble 
and a 44-member group of dancers— 
Bharatanatyam, Kathak, Manipuri, 
Kathakali—had earlier been identified by the 
Akademi for tte sportsors of the Festivat tr 
Japan. In terms of both performance and 
presentation, the music and dance events 
during the Festival of India in Japan 
attracted wide appreciation. 


Two of the four seminars on music, dance 
and theatre which the Akademi had planned 
on the occasion of the Festival of India in the 
USSR (july ‘87—July '88) and the reciprocal 
Soviet Festival in India (Nov. 87—Nov. 88) 
were held during the period reviewed. These 
seminars, on traditional and contemporary 
music and dance in India and the Soviet 
Union, were held in Delhi and Baku 
respectively. All four seminars in the series 
were devoted to the theme of ‘Tradition and 
Modernity’ and sought to examine the issues 
involved with reference to both countries. A 
selection of the papers presented were 
published in a special number of the 
Akademi's journal Sangeet Natak. 


Other major events during the period 
include Lok Utsav (26-30 Oct. ‘88), 
Nrityotsava (20-23 Dec. '88), and Natya 
Samaroh (3-6 Jan. '89). The fifth Lok Utsav, a 
festival of traditional music, dance and 
theatre presented annually from ‘84, was 
devoted to performances by women and 
children. Nrityotsava, presented in 
Hyderabad with the cooperation of the 
Department of Culture, Andhra Pradesh, 


featured young talent in classical dance from 
all over the country—part of a series of 
festivals initiated in '85 to support and 
promote new talent in music and dance. 
Natya Samaroh—the National Theatre 
Festival—featured four select plays from 17 
new productions staged in the Zonal Theatre 
Festivals held during the period. The 
Zonal/National Theatre Festivals were 
begun in '84, offering a platform to young 
directors for experimental work. Brief 
reports on these events appear elsewhere in 
this Annual Report. 


The Akademi Awards for ‘88 were given 
away by the President of India, Shri 
R Venkataraman, in Lucknow, at a ceremony 
organized in association with the 
Department of Culture, Uttar Pradesh, and 
the Uttar Pradesh Sangeet Natak Akademi. 
This was the fifth annual Awards ceremony 
away from the Akademi’s base in Delhi; the 
four earlier events were in Madras ('84), 
Bombay ('85), Bhubaneswar ('86) and 
Calcutta ('87)—all presided over by Shri 
R Venkataraman. The Lucknow ceremony 
was followed by a five-day festival of music, 
dance and theatre featuring several of the 
Awardees of '88. 


Some 250 hours of new audio/video 
recordings were added to the Akademi 
archives in the period reported. Running the 
gamut of Indian performing arts, this 
collection now comprises about 4,850 hours 
of audio recordings, 604 hours of video 
recordings, 1,35,000 feet of 16-mm film, 
71,900 photographs and transparencies. 
This collection is largely the work of the 
Akademi's Documentation Unit, augmented 
by copies from diverse sources. New 
additions in '88-'89 (Appendix IV) represent 
a variety of music, dance and theatre. Apart 
from commissioned recordings in the 
Akademi's studio, a number of field 
recordings were done during the period. 


The publication programme of the 
Akademi, begun some time after its 
foundation in '53, takes in books and 
monographs on the performing arts, the 
quarterly journal Sangeet Natak, and the

issued quarterly. To promotejpyblication on 
the performing arts, the Akadémi assists 
authors and publishers with gtahts by way 
of subsidy. In the period covered,several 
publications received Akademi subsidies. 


Premier teaching institutions for Kathak 
and Manipuri, Kathak Kendra, Delhi, and 
Jawaharlal Nehru Manipur Dance Academy, 
Imphal, have also evolved as centres of 
choreography in classical styles. In the 
period reported, both institutions were 
represented in major festivals at home and 
abroad by dancers on the staff. 


ORGANIZATIONAL SET-UP 





Sangeet Natak Akademi was 
established by the Government 
of India in 1953. Registered 
under the Societies Registration 
Act of 1860, it functions as an 
autonomous organization and is 
funded by the Department of 
Culture, 

The management of the 
Akademi vests in its General 
Council. The superintendence, 
direction and control of the 
affairs of the Akademi vests in 
its Executive Board, which is 
assisted by the Finance, Grants, 
Publication and other 
Committees. 

The principal executive officer 
of the Akademi is the Secretary 
who is assisted by a Finance and 
Accounts Officer, seven 
Assistant Secretaries including 
the Directors of Kathak Kendra 
and Jawaharlal Nehru Manipur 
Dance Academy, a Special 
Officer (Documentation) and a 
Technical Officer (Filming). The 
registered office of the Akademi 
is Rabindra Bhavan, New Delhi. 

Kathak Kendra, New Delhi, 
and Jawaharlal Nehru Manipur 
Dance Academy, Imphal, are 
training institutions run by the 
Akademi. Management of the 
two institutions vests in the 
Executive Board of the Akademi, 
assisted by the Advisory 
Committees of both constituent 
units. Reports on the activities of 
these institutions are given 
separately. 

Following the retirement of 
Dr VK Narayana Menon as 
Chairman of the Akademi an 
30 November 1987 and the 
dissolution of the Akademi's 
General Council on 3 February 
1988, Shri Girish Karnad—noted 
playwright, actor, and director— 
was appointed Chairman of the 
Akademi for a five-year term 
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commencing 10 May 1988. 
Thereafter the formation of the 
new General Council began, with 
an initial meeting of Union/State 
Government representatives. as 
well as nominees of various arts 
organizations on 18 July at 
which 20 members were co- 
opted. The General Council, thus 
constituted, met on 5 August 
1988 to unanimously elect Shri 
Rajinder Paul as Vice-Chairman 
of the Akademi. The Executive 
Board and Finance Committee 
were also formed at this 
meeting. The Executive Board 
met on 6 August to nominate 
members of the Grants and 
Publication Committees. 
Subsequently, a new Archives 
and Documentation Committee 
was constituted by the Board, as 
well as three Advisory 
Committees for music, dance, 
and theatre. Members of the 
General Council, Executive 
Board, and the various 
Committees of the Akademi are 
listed at Appendix III. 

In the period reported, the 
General Council met thrice : on 
18 July and 5 August 1988 in 
Delhi and on 19 September 
1988 in Bombay. The Executive 
Board met on 6 August 1988 in 
Delhi, 17 and 18 September 
1988 in Bombay, and 12 January 
1989 in Lucknow. The Archives 
and Documentation Committee 
met on 27 and 28 August 1988, 
the Grants Committee on 29 and 
30 August 1988, and the 
Publication Committee on 31 
August 1988—all in Delhi.

AKADEMI FELLOWSHIP/ AWARDS 1988 





The Sangeet Natak Akademi 
Fellowships and Awards to 
distinguished artistes and 
scholars are the highest national 
honours in the performing arts. 
The Awards are annual while 
the Fellowships are limited to 30 
living recipients, past and 
present. Both Fellowships and 
Awards carry a purse of 

Rs 25,000 and a Tamrapatra— 
the amount was raised from 

Rs 10,000 this year. The General 
Council of the Akademi, which 
considers nominations from all 
over the country, is entrusted 
with the selection of Fellows and 
Awardees. The recipients of 
Akademi honours in 1988 are 
listed overleaf. 


The 1988 Award ceremony 
and festival were held in 
Lucknow 10-15 January 1989 in 
association with the Department 
of Culture, Uttar Pradesh, and 
Uttar Pradesh Sangeet Natak 
Akademi. The investiture 
ceremony on 10 January was 
presided over by Shri R 
Venkataraman, President of 
India, who had also graced the 
Akademi Award ceremonies of 
the four previous years in 
Madras, Bombay, Bhubaneswar 
and Calcutta. 

In his address after the 
ceremony, the President said 
“recognition of talent is to art 
what sunshine is to flowers”. 
Speaking of the role of Sangeet 
Natak Akademi in this regard, he 
said : "The Akademi performs 
the role of what botanists call 
photosynthesis, namely, the 
transference of life-sustaining 
energies from the general 
ambience to the particular”. 

President Venkataraman also 
paid a tribute to the memory of 
Shrimati Kamaladevi 
Chattopadhyay who, he said, 


had led the Akademi in its early 
years "with rare distinction, 
grace and purpose”. Other 
dignitaries present included the 
Governor of Uttar Pradesh, Shri 
M Usman Arif, and the Chief 
Minister, Shri Narayan Dutt 
Tiwari. 

Earlier, welcoming the 
President and other 
distinguished guests, Shri Girish 
Karnad—Chairman of the 
Akademi—announced that the 
purse for Fellowships and 


Awards had been raised from Rs 
10,000 to Rs 25,000 

The investiture ceremony was 
followed by an Odissi dance 
recital by Sanjukta Panigrahi, 
Akademi Awardee of 1976. 
Several Awardees of 1988 
featured in a festival of music, 
dance and theatre 11-15 
January. Select films from 
Akademi archives were 
screened 12—15 January. The 
festival programme appears on 
page 9.

Indo-Soviet Seminar on 
Music : Delhi 


This was the third of a series of 
four seminars on music, dance, 
and theatre which the Akademi 
planned and helped organize on 
the occasion of the Festival of 
India in the USSR July 1987— 
July 1988). The seminars were 
on the theme of ‘Tradition and 
Modernity, (The first of these, on 
music, was held 16—20 October 
1987 in Moscow, and the 
second, on theatre, 11] —12 
December 1987 at Tashkent.) 
Five Soviet scholars—Dr 
Givani K Mikhailov, Ms Alla 
Grigoryeva, Ms Elena 
Vasilchenko, Mr Vladimir Zak 
and Mr Vladimir Teryaev—and 
six Indian scholars—Dr 
Narayana Menon, Dr Premlata

Indo-Soviet Seminar on 
Dance : Baku 


Held 10-16 May 1988 at Baku, 
this was the last of the Indo- 
Soviet Seminars organized by 
the Akademi on the occasion of 
the Festival of India in the USSR 
on the theme of ‘Tradition and 
Modernity’. 

The Indian delegation at the 
seminar was led by Shri KS 
Srinivasan and included Dr Sunil 
Kothari, Dr Kanak Rele, and Shri 
Singhajit Singh.

There 
were a record 11 performances 
at the prestigious National 
Theatre in Tokyo.

The presentations in Japan 
brought to view a range of 
Indian performing arts little 
known in that country. Several 
of the artistes touring Japan also 
performed in Bangkok on their 
way home.

Lok Utsav '88 : Delhi 


Lok Utsav is a festival of 
traditional performing arts 
presented annually since 1984, 
Presented 26-30 October 1988, 
the fifth Lok Utsav was devoted 
to performances by women and 
children. The accent in Lok 


Utsav is on performing-art forms 


and traditions that are 
community-based, of local 
practice and patronage, only 
beginning to be known beyond 
their milieu. Lok Utsav provides 
a platform for these arts and, in 
doing so, helps sustain them in 
some measure. The present 
festival provided a glimpse of 
traditional music, dance and 
theatre practised by women, 
children, and younger people 
generally, 

Judging by public response, 
the present Lok Utsav was 
among the most successful so 
far. Part of its success had to do 
with the novelty of the festival, 
but the more important reason 
was a number Of superlative 
performances spread over five 
evenings. Among the highlights 
were Chhau from Seraikella, 
Bharathari narration from 
Madhya Pradesh, Gotipua and 
Sanchar dances from Orissa, 
bhajan sung and enacted in 
kathakar style—rudimentary 
Kathak—a scene from Kamsa 
Vadham with the superbly 
histrionic R Nagaratnamma, 
Karma dance by Baiga tribals of 
Madhya Pradesh, an engaging

The Rare Forms Fellowship 
Scheme supports advanced 
training in forms of music, dance 
and theatre which are now 
passing out of vogue. Fees to 
reputed teachers and stipends to 
students are paid by the 
Akademi by way of incentive, 
the effort being to sustain these 
arts through the traditional 
teaching/learning process. 
Details of training are regularly 
reported and the progress of 
students assessed annually by 
the Akademi, The current 
training courses are by Ustad 
Hafizullah Khan in Sarangi, Guru 
Purushottam Das in Pakhawaj, 
and by Ustad Rashid Khan Warsi 
in Naqqara; the latter course 
commenced in January 1989. 
The Rajasthan folk-instrument 
workshop at Borunda under the 
auspices of Rupayan Sansthan, 
also supported by the Akademi 
through the Rare Forms scheme, 
was revived for a year from )uly 
1988. This workshop, which 
produced five rare 
chordophones during the period 
reported, trains a small batch of 
apprentices in instrument 
making under Ridmal Langa, a 
master craftsman. 

Auditions of prospective 
students of Nadaswaram and 
Nattuvangam, under Shri TS 
Latchappa Pillai and Shrimati 
Indira Rajan respectively, were 
held in Madras on 23 February 
1989. As envisaged, the two 
gurus would train a select 
number of advanced students 
intensively in order to prepare 
them for professional careers in 
these disciplines, This training 
programme is proposed to be 
implemented during the next 
financial year. Some 25 training 
programmes have been 
supported by the Rare Forms 
Fellowship Scheme in past 
years, 


INTER-STATE 
CULTURAL 
EXCHANGE 
PROGRAMME 





The programme promotes 
exchange of performing troupes 
and individual artistes between 
all States and Union Territories 
of the country. The object is an 
integrative awareness, 
nationwide, of our performing- 
arts heritage. Implementation of 
the programme rests on State 
Governments, the Akademi 
playing a pivotal role in advising 
the governments concerned, 
subsidizing and coordinating the 
tours sponsored. 

The exchange programme is 
chalked out every year in 
consultation with 
representatives of States/Union 
Territories. The 12th annual 
conference for the purpose was 
held in Gangtok 26-27 May 
1988 in collaboration with the 
Department of Cultural Affairs, 
Sikkim. Exchanges proposed in 
1988-89 were finalized and the 
previous year’s exchanges 
reviewed.

CULTURAL

The Akademi as a specialist 
performing-arts body is 
responsible for some of the 
tasks envisaged in the Cultural 
Exchange Programme 
agreements between India and 
other countries. The Akademi 
acts here mainly as a clearing 
house for material and 
information on the performing 
arts of India, exchanging books, 
tapes, and other 
published/archival material with 
institutions in various countries. 
Besides exchange of material, 
the programme supports Indian 
representation at seminars and 
festivals abroad, Other specific 
assignments emanating from 
cultural exchange agreements 
are also handled by the Akademi 
al the instance of the 
Government of India. 


In the period reported : 


three cassettes of Indian

PUBLICATIONS 





The publication programme of 
the Akademi, initiated soon after 
its inception in 1953, takes in 
books and monographs on the 
pertorming arts, the quarterly 
journal Sangeet Natak, and the 
Sangeel Natak Akademi News 
Bulletin, also issued quarterly. 
Besides, to promote publication 
on music, dance, and theatre, 
the Akademi helps authors with 
grants. and purchases books for 
free distribution by way of 
subsidy to authors and 
publishers, Publications in 
English and Hindi have chiefly 
been issued under Akademi 
imprint, though a small list of 
books in Meitei, Sanskrit and 
Tamil has also been published 
(Appendix Ch No.). 

The quarterly journal Sangeet 
Natak commenced publication 
in 1965; it incorporates the 
Akademi Bulletin (not the 
present SNA News Bulletin) 
which was earlier the organ of 
the Akademi. Ninety-one 
numbers of the journal have 
been issued to date, a fair 
number of these being special 
issues on subjects in music, 
dance and theatre. The journal— 
one of the few on the performing 
arts published continuously for 
over twenly years—has 
attracted a wide range of 
contributions. 

The SNA News Bulletin, begun 
in 1965, is a record of Akademi 
activities and programmes. An 
unpriced periodical, the Bulletin 
is mailed to practising artistes 
and institutions of music, dance 
and drama. The object is to 
inform, interact, establish 
contact with institutions/ 
individuals of common pursuit. 

The publication grants of the 
Akademi are offered for books 
and journals on the performing 
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arts in all Indian languages. A 
large number and a wide variety 
of books have been published on 
the strength of the Akademi's 
assistance. These include 
manuals of music and dance, 
biographies, histories, 
anthologies and critical works. 
The periodicals assisted with 
annual grants include some of 
those best known in the 
performing arts. 

The following grants were 
sanctioned during the year for 
publication of books and 
journals : Rs 10,000 to Mrs 
Jeetarani Das tor publication of 
Nrutyanu Sarani by the late Guru 
Deba Prasad Das; Rs 5,000 for 
Vaishnav Sangeet Shastra Pt. Il 
edited by Guru Bipin Singh; Rs 
7,000 for a special issue of the 
Journal of the Indian 
Musicological Society on 
‘Thumri : Traditions and Trends’; 
Rs 5,000 for the Journal of the 
Music Academy, Madras.

DOCUMENTATION /DISSEMINATION 





Over the past 36 years Sangeet 
Natak Akademi has built up a 
large archive of audio-tapes, 
photographs and films on the 
performing arts; from 1981, it 
has added to its holdings video- 
tapes as well. The collection 
now includes approximately 
4,850 hours of audio recordings 
(tape and wire), 604 hours of 
video recordings, 52,400 black- 
and-white and colour 
photographs, 19,500 slides, and 
some 1,35,000 feet of 16 mm 
film including eight films 
produced by the Akademi. The 
photographs and recordings are 
largely the work of the

Akademi's documentation unit, 
augmented by copies from 
diverse sources. By way of 
dissemination of the material 
collected, the Akademi offers at 
nominal cost capies of all 
photographic material, 
audio/video listening/ viewing 
facilities, music-dubbing and 
film projection facilities. Material 
from Akademi archives has been 
extensively used in publications, 
films, television, as well as 
research on the performing arts 
of India. New audio/video 
recordings in 1988-89 are listed 
in Appendix IV.

Instruments, masks and 
headgears, puppets and other 
performing-art objects have 
been collected at the Akademi 
from its inception, Methodical 
collection, however, began only 
in the late 60s, supplemented by 
gifts from musicians and visiting 
troupes, Indian and other. The 
Museum now houses 2,000 
objects, of which 230 are on 
view :; chiefly folk, tribal, classical 
musical instruments of India. 
The Museum is possibly the 
largest repository of Indian folk 
instruments, though its holdings 
of masks, puppets, costumes 
and ornaments are also 
substantial. Several exhibitions 
of musical instruments, masks, 
puppets and other artefacts 
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from the Museum’s collection 
have been held over the years. In 
the period reviewed there were 
two exhibitions in Bhopal and 
Ludhiana, reported in detail 
elsewhere. 

Smaller displays of museum 
objects are often put up on the 
occasion of programmes and 
festivals presented by the 
Akademi. In the period reported 
such displays were mounted on 
the occasion of Lok Utsav '88 
(Delhi : 26-30 October 1988), 
Natya Samaroh '88 (Delhi : 3-6 
January 1989), and the 1988 
Akademi Awards (Lucknow : 10- 
15 January 1989). 

During the year the Museum 
acquired several rare 
instruments. These include 


Devalai Shanku, a conch from 
south India, and Pohl, an 
hourglass-shaped drum from 
Himachal Pradesh. 

Among visitors to the 
Museum was a Japanese 
delegation from the Asia Centre 
Association, Osaka; scholars and 
musicologists who particcipated 
in the Indo-Soviet Seminar on 
Music in Delhi; Mr Liu Deyou, 
Vice-Minister of Culture, 
Republic of China, heading a 
Chinese Cultural delegation to 
India; Dr Emanuel Haque, 
Director-General, Bangladesh 
National Museum, Dacca; Dr J 
Poster, Head, Department of 
Music, University of California; 
and a group of Indian Foreign

FINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE TO 
CULTURAL 
INSTITUTIONS 





From its inception, the Akademi 
has rendered financial 
assistance to music, dance and 
theatre institutions. The Grants 
Committee, which considers 
applications from institutions all 
over the country, recommended 
grants amounting to 

Rs 12,09,000 to 164 cultural 
institutions in the financial year 
1988-89 (Appendix VI) 

Rs 34,900 was sanctioned and 
disbursed from Discretionary 
grants at the disposal of the 
Chairman (Appendix VII). Grants 
sanctioned during the year 
totalled Rs 12,43,900. 


LIBRARY AND 
LISTENING ROOM 





The Akademi library has, over 
the years, acquired a specialist 
collection of books on the 
performing arts, many of them 
rare and out of print. 
Acquisitions in the period 
reported stood at 466, the total 
collection at 18,233. Catering 
chiefly to students and 
researchers in the performing 
arts, the library receives about 
70 Indian and foreign 
periodicals. 

An adjunct to the Library, the 
Listening Room has a 
representative collection of discs 
and cassettes of classical and 
folk music, chiefly Indian. It 
offers simultaneous facilities for 
eight listeners. The Listening 
Room collection in the period 
reviewed stood at 9,658 discs 
and 671 cassettes, new 
acquisititions numbering 64 and 
62 respectively,

The Akademi receives a grant- 
in-aid from the Department of 
Culture, Government of India, to 
meet expenses on all its 
activities.

KATHAK KENDRA : 


A constituent unit of the Sangeet 
Natak Akademi, New Delhi, 
Kathak Kendra is one of the 
leading dance-teaching 
institutions in the country. Set 
up in 1964, it offers several 
comprehensive courses in 
Kathak and allied subjects like 
vocal music and Pakhawaj. The 
courses are formulated as a 
foundation for professional 
artistes. The Kathak Kendra also 
has a Production Unit which 
through experimental work 
strives to enrich the repertoire 
and technique of Kathak. The 
Kendra has on its staff teachers 
of eminence in various 
disciplines. 

The management of the 
Kendra vests in the Executive 
Board of the Akademi which is 
assisted by an Advisory 
Committee and the Director of 
the Kendra. The Board at its 
meeting on 6 August 1988 
reconstituted the Committee 
with Shri Rajinder Paul, Vice- 
Chairman of the Akademi, as the 
Chairman of the Advisory 
Committee (1988-93). The 
Committee now comprises Shri 
Rajinder Paul, Chairman; 
members : Shrimati Kumudini 
Lakhia, Shri Bhaskar 
Chandavarkar, Shri Lokendra 
Arambam, Shrimati Veenapani 
Chawla, Shrimati Chetna Jalan, 
Dr Nissar Allana, Shri Birju 
Maharaj, Shri Durga Lal, Shri KS 
Kothari (Secretary, Sangeet 
Natak Akademi), Shri Surendra

The Kendra had 181 students on 
roll this year (including 10 
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foreign students) for the various 
courses it offers : a five-year 
Foundation Course; three-year 
Diploma Pass and Honours 
Courses; Post-Diploma and 
Refresher Courses in Kathak; 
Specialization Courses in 
Pakhawaj and vocal music. 

Dikshantotsava was held 2-5 
May 1988 at Triveni Kala 
Sangam Auditorium, New Delhi. 
The programme marks the end 
of the Kendra session and 
features final-year Kathak 
students who perform before 
examiners and an invited 
audience. Twenty-two ‘finalists’ 
performed this year.

Headed by Pandit Birju Maharaj, 
the Production Unit has a 
substantial repertoire of dance- 
dramas and shorter 
choreographic works in Kathak. 
Nine dancers and nine 
musicians are members of the 
repertory, which accepts 
professional engagements all 
over the country. Apprentice 
Fellows and senior students 
often participate in productions 
of the Unit; this gives them 
experience in group dance and 
choreography. During the year

Production Unit, presented in the
